While the audit of the G ettysburg 
School District has not yet been com­ 
pleted, I. L. Taylor, treasurer of the 
District, today said th a t for the first 
time in m any years, it would show a 
credit balance. 
As a result of the favorable balance 
which Mr. Taylor promises will re­ 
main when the board closes its books 
on June .'IO, next, the school directors 
have reduced the general school fund 
tax for 1923 two mills on the dollar.

000, and a total of $4,000 outstanding 
in the building fund. To offset thi*. 
the board had cash on hand am ount­ 
ing to $2,650. 
The total indebtedness 
of the board at the close of the 1922

Atlantic in December of 1922. reach­ 
ing Europe and causing much grief 
to sea captains. 
After January tp 1922 there was a 
series 
of 
freakish winter thunder 
storm s ranging between Milwaukee 
on tho west, to New York and W ash­ 
ington on the ea^t, causing an ap­ 
proximate damage of $15,OW,000. 
In 
March there was a cold wave which 
damaged the citrus bch of California 
and 
Florida 
and 
another 
in 
May 
which did damage from New York to 
Virginia. 
Serious droughts have pre- 
va led in the bra na-Mississippi sec­ 
tion. 
During the past winter, in addition 
to the abnormality of an unusually 
mild "’inter, followed by heavy snow 
falls in the late season and a delayed 
faring, the Atlantic ocean has known 
the stormiest weather in its history.
